Coffee County engineer Randy Tindell 
delivered bad news Monday, May 9, during 
the regular bimonthly meeting of the 
Coffee County Commission when he 
announced the county again i victim 
to a bridge burning. 

In early January, a timber biidge on 
Coffee County Road 365 was completely 
destroyed by fire. Early Monday morning 
(May 9) of this week another wood bridge 
was heavily damaged by fire, In both cases, 
officials believe the destruction was caused 
by arson. 

The most recent bridge fire on Coffee 
County Road 323 (a dirt road) was report- 
ed early Monday morning, May 9, and vol- 
unteeér fire fighters with the Zion Chapel 
Fire Department were able to extinguish 
the flames before the entire bridge burned. 

However, Tindéll said the bridge is a 
four-span bridge, and it seems three spans 
were damaged by the fire: 

Tindell said he is afraid the county may 
have a serial arsonist loose. sincé ‘the cir- 
cumstances: of this week's fire tesemble 
those of the January. bridge fire. — 

Commission chairman Doug Dalrymple 
offered a motion for the commission to. ask 
Attorney General Troy King “to ask 
Goyernor Bob Riley for permission to offer 
a reward for the capture and arrest of the 
person(s) responsible for these crimes. 

In Dalrymple’s motion he indicated the 
commission will ask for: permission to 
offer $10,000 or the maximum amount 
allowed for crimes meeting that type crite- 
ria.

et is before the governor and he may well veto it .

suggested. The General Fund Budget has not passed the Senate 
due to a multitude of problems. With one day left there are a 
number of danger spots which must be overcome in order for 
everything to get passed. If the governor vetos the education 
budget, that will bring on a big fight... .. which will not be 
solved in one day. If agreement is not reached on several fronts 
(budget and otherwise) during these off days, the General Fund 
fight will continue - all day ‘and not pass before the clock nuns 
out on that last day of the session. Then the taxpayers will be hit 
with what is estimated to be an extra $500,000 cost for a special 
legislative session, because there must be a state budget, this is 
not a federal issue which can rock on for years with “continuing 
resolutions’. The half million dollar cost estimate is probably on 


the low side of reality. 


The dreaded day of the announcement from Washington on 
which military bases (BRAC) will be recommended for closing 
is Friday. Like hundreds of other communities, those in the 
‘Wiregrass don't want to imagine life without Ft. Rucker (and the 
related dollar impact). In fact that fear is so strong, most people 
have decided Rucker is just too important (to the military) for it 
to be closed, In fact us “smart” folks are convinced Ft.

pany called the Union Pacific Railroad was formed 
in Omaha, Nebraska. After Congress offered the 
companies financial incentives in the Pacific 
Railroad Bill of 1862, the Central Pacific started lay- 
ing tracks in-early 1863, In 1865, the Union Pacific 
began laying tracks, heading west from Omaha. 
For each mile of track completed, the respective 
companies earned a federal subsidy ranging from 
$16,000 to $48,000. 

Scheduled to take thirteen years to complete, 
the greatest engineering feat of the nineteenth 
century took only six. When the two lines joined at 
Promontory Summit, the Union Pacific had laid 
1,086 miles of track, while the Central Pacific had 
laid 690 miles, The $136 million project meant that 
the journey from New York to California no longer 
took six months, It took six days. 

With a transcontinental railroad, western 
beef, fruit and vegetables, coal, atid other products, 
could reach eastern markets in a matter of days, 
Land that settlers had considered wasteland 
opened for settlement, The American frontier, 
known as the line beyond which there were no 
settlers, disappeared within twenty years, 

It-all happened because of one engineer's 
vision and perseverance. His name was Theodore 
Judah, He mapped the route across the Rockies, 
and was the driving force behind the creation of

Following a nine-month 
review, the American Legion’s

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Elba City Schools receive $200,000 
grant for reading program improvments

Excitement reached the Elba 
City School System recently 
when the announcement arrived 
naming the local system as one 
of eleven in the state to qualify 
for an Alabama Reading First 
Initiative (ARFI) grant. 

Superintendent Danny Weeks 
said the school system will 
receive a $200,000 grant for its 
reading program, and that grant 
could possibly be for three years 
if the school system follows 
through with its program. 

Funds for the ARFI grant are 
éarmarked with specific purpos- 
es to. include: provide assistance 
to local education agencies in 
establishing reading programs 
for students in kindergarten 
through grade three that are 
based on scientific reading 


research to ensure that every 
student can read at grade level 
or above not later than the end 
of grade three; provide assis- 
tance in preparing teachers, 
including special education 
teachers, through professional 
development and other support 
so the teachers can identify spe- 
cific barriers facing their stu- 
dents and so the teachers have 
the tools to effectively help their 
students learn to read; provide 
assistance in selecting or admin- 
istering screening, diagnostic 
and classroom-based instruc- 
tional reading assessments; pro- 
vide assistance in selecting or 
developing effective instruc- 
tional materials (including 
classroom-based materials to 
assist teachers in implementing 
the essential components of 
reading instruction), programs,
